“Au 
old man came into the house and asked the people 
how they could tio a man up in o place like 
Hongkong, Prisoner was ‘then relensad from 
his bands, bat was not allowed to go out,and 
Tong Yan and his accomplices told prisoner that 
he must go to Singapore or they yrould scald him, 
and beat him, and ont him,” Thoy did boat bim 
severely and kept bim-there all night,’ At about 
four o’clook the next morning the prisoner began 
to look for means of escape but he could find 
none bnt the window of the room, which was a 
considerable height above theground. Ho jumped 
out of it, however, and racaived considerable 
injuries from the fall, and became unconssions. 
‘He was found in that condition and canvaved to 
the Pung Wah Hospital, where he was treated 
and recovered. This was the effect of-the ovi- 
dence tendered on behalf of the prosecation, but 
this was all tramped. ap; and the actual foots of 
the case wero, the prosocution submitted, na 
follows.
